Marehal Nlel is aged 07, and ook part In early
Wi in the Algerian campulgus, He was attachied
%o the Fronch expedition to Rome in 1848, and
sorved with distinetion, When wiur was declared
against Russia he jolued the Baltic expedition,
and commanded the engineers at the taking of
HBomersund, and recelved for his servicos the
thle of aid-de-eamp from the Emperor. In
Jannary, 1856, he arrived In the Crimea;, and
made a report upon the progross and manage-
ment of the military oporations there. Three
months Inter he became commander in~chlef
of the engloeers of the Army of the
Fast, and directod the slege of Scbastopol. In
1697 he wins made a senstor, and as an alde-de-
comp to the Emperor wis charged to ask ofli-
clally the hond of Prineess Ulotilde for Prince
Napoleon. At the commencement of the Talian
war bhe was named commandegof the Fourth
Corps of the Army of the Alps,  In consequence
of the victory of Solferio, In which the artillery
played so lmportant a part, he wad wnde Mar-
shal of Frauce, and has slonce written a work oo
the sloge of Sebastopol,

MINISTER OF FINANCE.

The Minleter of Fiuanee, Vlerre Magne
studied Inw at Toulouse, and made him-
sell preminent by several reports on  the

finances of Algerin, Returning from private life
in 1848, he wae named, in November, 1849,
Under-8ecretary of Finance, nnd received in
April, 1851, the portfolio of Pablic Works, Re-
called Lo the same office on the eve of the coup
d'etat of December 2, 1851, he held it until
Jaunary, 18462, when he resigned In consoquence
of the decree relative to the property of the
Orleans famlily, but resumed his office five
months later, In 188 he became Minister of
Finance, which position he resigned at the close
of November, 1800, Hi= successor was M. de
Foreade la Roguetie, and he next became, with
M. Billault, one of the two firat Ministers without
portfolio. He assisted, for the first time, as such,
at the sittings of the BHenate relative to the
publication by the newspapers of the legislative
debates. At the end of March, 1863, in consc-
quence of differonce of oplnion with M. Fould,
he resigned, and the Empeoror by a special
letter named him member of the Privy Council.
M. Magne wis named Counclllor of State with
the title of President of the section of Public
worka in the promotions of January, 1852, and
Benator in the followlng December. He was o
commander of the Legion of Honor In 1851, was
next made a grand officer, and finally recelived
the grand cross. He was also mewmber of the
General Council of the Dordogune.
MINISTER OF COMMERCE.

A. Leroux, Minister of Commerce, isa rich
proprietor of Vendee, and at Paris in early life
controlled the banking house of his father, one

of the most important fin that city, nnd
became “ member  of the General
Council of Vendee, for the Canton

of Hermentrault. In 1852 he entered the Corps
Legislatif as a Government supporter for s elr-
cumecription in Vendee, and was reelected ot
the next clection, His competency in financinl
questions caused him to be often named as See-
retary to Commissions on the Budget, and he
reported the budget of 1857, In the session of
1868 he was chosen to replace M. Rovell as Vice
President of the Corps Legislatif, and made an
officer of the Legion of Honor. He has written
some works, and contributed to the reviews,
MINISTER OF JUSTIOK,

The Minister of Justice, M. Duvergler, was
called in 1855 to the Counell of State, and in
1864 was one of the commission charged with
examining the questions pending between the
Egyptinn Government and the Snez Canal Com-
wany, and wis made an officer of the Legion of
fonor. He revised a work on the fundamental
lawa of Europe and the American continent, and
hing simce written many lmmportant books on
legal subjects, in addition to contributing to the
reviews,

MINISTER OF PUBLIC WORKS,

E. V. Gressier, Minister of Public Works, is an
advocate of the Imperial Court, and member of
the General Council for the canton of Corbie,
He was elected ns a Government candidate for
the fifth elrconseription of the Somme in 18063,
receiving 19,228 votes out of 28,662 voters,

MINISTER PRESIDENXT OF THE COUNOIL,

Justin Napoleon Samuel Prosper Laubat, Min-
ister President of the Council of State, is o very
able and persevering Frouch politician and
statesnan, although an Italinn by birth. He
was born at Alessandria, Pledmont, in the
ear 1805, and stodied in the Lyeoe Louls Le

rand. He entered the Department of the
Counell of State in 1828, amd o 1830 was
despatched to Algeria, where he served at the
siege of Constantine., In 1887 he was elected to
the legislative body, and In 1838 ar olnted a
Councillor of State. He served as Minlster of
Marine from 10th of April to the 26th of Oeto-
ber, 1851,

After the coup d'etal he su Ilpurmd the Govern-
ment and was elected fn 1857, Jo 1858 he was
pamed one of the Counsel of Colonization for
Algerin, and succeeded Prince Napoleon as
Minlster in 1850, He visited Algerin, nod ranks
a8 a friend of the colonists. He hng paid much
aftention to naval affalrs, and is o supporter of
pailors’ rights In pay and the claims of the
widows and orphans of seamen, He wns ap-
pelnted Benator in 1862, and has the Grand Cross
of the Leglon of Honor., He ig a favorlte con-
tributor to the columns of the Revue des Deur
Mondes.

MINIETER OF FOREIGN AFPAIRS.

This Minister is descended from one of the
mo#t anclent and distinguished families of
France, dating back from Alfred, created Count
of Auvergne by Charles the Slmple, King of
France, during the latter part of the ninth cen-
tury, Many of the members were fumous as
stalesmen or soldiers, and the entire line hos
peld a prominent position In France for nearly
one thounsand yvars. '}'Im genealogical history

yo  was appointed a Councillor of Btate
and  Director-Genernl of  Customs and Jn-
direct  tuxes, Durin the year follow-
ing he wat promoted to the position ol

Hecrotary of Biate for the Financisl Department,
In 1865 he was appointed one of the viee-presi-
dents of the Connetl of State. Ou the 20th of
Jannary, 1867, the French Ministers tendered
their resignations te the Ewmperor.  Among
those accopted was thet of M. Belline, Minlstor
ol Agriculture, Commereo, ete,, and to this post
M, de Forende la Hoguette was appointed.
During the eurly part of the present year M.
'inard, Minister of the Interlor, resigned, and
the subject of this ekoteh was appointed to fill
hie place. Tt will thns be seen that there is
really 1o change in this branch of the Emperor’s
Cubinet,

THE SUEZ CANAL,

—e.
The Ceremonles thant Will Attend its Opening—
interesting Letter from M. Lesscps,

On the 17th of November next the Suez Canal
will be opened. The work of bullding this
canal was undertaken and carried through by
Ferdinnnd de Lesseps, the dintiu;:ululw.(l‘ls‘r(:nch
eugineer, and cousin of the Empress Eugenie.
The work was partially begun in 18564, but not
till 1859 did v }ilil'l_f commence. The mere cut-
ting of a cannl or diteh through the level lsth-
mus was a gmall job compared with the obsta-
cles which had to be overcome. After the right
of way lind been ceded by the Turkish and Egyp-
tian Governments for cutting a canal, the British
Government, the repreggentaiives of Russia,
Austrin, and the power of that gignntie mono-

joly, the Peningular and Oriental Steamship

‘ompany, was brought to bLear In getting the
commigsion withdrawn., The canal is finally a
triumph over all obstacles; the work Is finished,
and cost 80,000,000, gold; the stock is held in
nll the countries of Europe.

The following is a travslation of M. de Les-
seps’ letter:—

he opening has been fixed for the 17th of Novem-
ver next. Length of canal, 162 Kllometres, 98 1-10
miles; whole distance, 8 metres 26 feet depth of
water: wildth on the line of water, 10 metres 325
feet, with the exception of three pas where this
will be found to be 60 metres 100 leet. L'olls for aldps
going through the cansl have been fixed by the act
of concession, article 17 of the act determining these
tolis, The fullowing i8 the section from the conces-
sion made by Sald l‘ucrmh\’icumy of Egypt, to the
company, granting the right of way, ete, & con-
cluding of one of these sections is to this effect:—

First. Toll on a1l ships, same scale of charges with-
aut any exception or special privilege,

Second, Tarllt of charges and tolls shall be pab-
Hghed three montha before the canal 18 fully opened,
in capitals and principal commercial porta of the
countrics interested in the navigation of this canal,

Third. That the special tolls for navigatiung the
canal shall not exceed the maximum fgure of 10
france (§187) per ton, cargo carried on uhlp., and
per head for passengers.  An Internationnl Commis-
&lon {8 now engaged ut the present time in determin-
ing an ofcial seale for ships of all fagd. Tu the
menntime, until this i# established, the tolls of 10
francs (187) per ton eapacity will be lald upon the
entire cargo as shown by the ship's papers,

Steamahips will go through propelied by their own

wer, and will be obliged to have regular pllots,

"he passage through will ocoupy 16 to 20 Rours. 'he
company will have suitable towage for salling ves-
sels to pass through the whole canal.  The pllotage,
towage, and harbor dues have not been determined,
but will be upon the most liberal basia,

The arrangements for the opening of the canal
on the 17th of November are fully developed.
The Vieceroy of Egypt proposes to entertain his
guests with unprecedented moguificence. On
the bank of the canal are being erected lodges,
constructed, fitted, and decorated so as to be re-
presentative of the characteristics of the several
countries to which the guests belong. Public
amusements, theatres, eircuses, balls, and feles
are to be provided for the recreation of the

assenibluge, which fﬂ:mises to be as
brilliant as varie in lts charac-
ter. It was expected that the Emperor of

the Fremeh would be able to attend in
peréon, but ns itis reported that noelther him-
gelf nor his Empress will, for state reasons, be
wble to attend, it is probable that Prince Napo
leon will be his proxy. The helr presumptive
of the Italinn Crown wlill represent Victor
Emanuel; the King of Prussia will send a num-
ber of the royal family, and the Prince of
Wales, probably accompanied by FPrince
Arthur, will represent Queen Vietorin, The
King of Greece will also attend. The French
Emperor is having manufactured at Lyons a tent
of woven silk and worsted, which will cost
#30,000, to be erected for the Emperor or hh\]
reproseutatives. This tent will be taken to
Parie alter the cerémonles, and sold at publie
auction, the proceeds to be distributed swong
the poor.

A dotective at that
place took him to Great Bend, Pa,, where a war-
rant from the authorities was leeued, nnd he was
arrested and placed In charge of oflicers until
the arrival of pollee from Port Jervis and con-
gtablea from Plke county, who put him on
board the first train East, arriving in Port
Jervis yesterday at noon. Upon the arrival of
the train corringes were In waiting, and he was
gwietly condueted 1o one of them, and Imme-
l‘iuh-lyrlm‘lutl for Milford, the county seat of
Pike county. A ecrowd had congregated at the
depot to get a glimpee of the prisoner; but the
rallway oflicials wannged the affalr g0 quletly
that he was on his way to jaiul ere his friends or
the curions could enteh o glimpse of him. At
Milford he was given in c¢harge of Sheriff Cor-
neliveon, who placed him in jall. 1 undersiand
an effort will be made to-morrow to secure his
release on badl,

The prisoner states that he wns asleep at the
time of the aceldent, and pulled the throttle of
hig engine while in o dreamy and hall uncon-
sclous state.  He says he I8 extremely sorry, buat
taat he ought not to be punished severely. He
confesecs that he was to blame in allowiag him-
relf to go to sleep, but thinks his firemano was
asleep nleo, and says that he depended on his
fireman,  He adds that he means to tell the
whole truth, and that no man ever worked
harder for promotion and the intercsts of the
road than he,

He states that after the accident he went to
Lackawaxen, by the advice of friends, and then
to his home in Susquehanna, Having o sister
near Salamanca, his wife and friends advised
and nrged blm to stay with his sister until the
affair bad blown over, and he could return in
eafety. Hedld not menan to run awiy.

The prisoner issmall in stature, and seems
reconclled to his agrest, but seems somewhat
fearful that he will be rigorously dealt with.

The bodies of the \'lttlhlw of the disaster, who
have not been {dentified, were placed in neat
coffing, and yesterday morning were Inteérred in
Laurel Girove Cemetery, in one grave, gide by
¢ide. The funersl services were conducted by
Rev. Mesers. Munsfield, Botsford, and Vancleve.
A large concourse of citizens followed the
funeral eorfege to the cemetery. This afternoon
the funeral of David Baer, the German who was
killed aud burned, took place from the German
Lutheran Church, His remaing were Interred in
the cemetery.

Work on the central shaflt over the Hoosac

Tunnel, where the tatal accldent happened two

i'mm 0, I8 _now prugreulnﬁ at the rate of a
oot a day. It has now reached a depth of 705
{feet. New alr drills are belog set up which ex-

pedite the work, so that it is expected that the
whole depth, 1000 feet, will be excavated by
March next. At the eastern end of the tunnel
they are putting up six of the improved eom-
preesed air-drills. The heading of the western
end is one mile and 200 feet from the entrance.
Gangs of miners are constantly at work on the
headings, while others gre carrying out the en-
lorgement, 160 feet of which is made. Three
hundred and sixty feet have been taken from
the heading gince the first of April. Last weak
the rock was penetrated 41 feet; this week it
will probably amount to more than 50 feet, At
each blagt that I8 made on the enlargement 20
cuble yards of rock are displaced. At this rate
of progression, the tunoel can be completed in

three years.
Salt Fish Dinners.

The habit of eating sult fish for dinner at least
ones a week was uuhurﬂnl here for more than o
century, until the great iuflux of wealth in the
heyday of our foreign commerce broke over a
custom which had its origin partly In economy
and partly in the patriotic prineiple of giving
every encouragement in a business on which our
support as a fishing town depended. Satnrday
wne gelected by our worthy great-grandfathers
as salt fish day, as a protest against “‘the error
of Topery,” which prescribes tish or other light
diet on Friday. The gentry of the ante-revolu-
tonury period, the Lyndes and Olivers nuod
Brownes, ote., had a social elub, the members of
which met weekly at ench other’s houses, Tho
regulation dinner wae salt Bsh and apple pie.
This plain fare, perhaps molstened with good
wilg—procured in exehange for our fish fsom
Lisbon, Cadiz, Bilboa, Madeira, ete.—or with
stronger liquors from the West Indin Islunds,
wig good enough to bring together the culti-
valed, rofined, aud high-bred people of that day.

Desperate Aftray In Brooklyn Last Night.
Despateh to The Evening Telegraph,

BrookLyns, July 10.—Edward Fagan and Wil-
linm Cullen, between whom some difficulty had
existed, metin Columbia street Inst night, and
Fagan asked Cullen to take a drink. Cullen
refused, An altereation ensued. Fagan dis-
chargeda revolver In rapid succession at Cul-
len, one bullet nearly taking the latter's ear off,
n gecond slightly wounding his shoulder, and a
third entering his back under the right shonlder-
blade, lodging in the right brenst. This last
bullet ins not been extracted, and it is thought
the wound will prove fatal. Fagnn was subse-
quently found secreted in a house in the veigh-
borhood, fand has been locked up to await
the result of €ullen’s wounde.
